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MAIN FEATURES 


Except for overall unemployment and job vacancies, 
indicators in this issue show that some sectors of the ACT 
economy contutue to show quite strong growth. 

Notable increases have occurred in the following series: 


* Trend estimates of retail turnover are showing 


strong growth relative to the rest of Australia. 
Over the last four months the monthly increase in 
the trend estimate has been between 1.1 and 
1.3 per cent in the ACT compared with 0.5 and 
0.6 per cent for the Australian figures. 


The number of building approvals for new 
dwelling unils increased by 158.5 per cent in 
January 1994 from the previous month and by 
177.3 per cent from January 1993. 


In the December quarter 1993, the annual room 
occupancy rate for hotels, motels and guest houses 
rose frem 62.3 per cent to 67,3 per cent or 
8 percentage points. Takings increased by 
6.9 per cent between December 1992 and 
December 1993 from $17.1 million to 
$18.3 million, 


Trend motor vehicle registrations rose from the 
previous month with January 1994 showing a 
2.0 per cent nse to 1044, Nationally, trend new 


motor vehicle registrations showed growth of 
1.4 per cent. 


Trend employment in February 1994 increased 
only slightly (0.1%) from the previous month but 
showed quite strong growth (1.8%) from the same 
period last year. 


Other notable movements include: 


The 13.3 per cent increase in the trend number of 
persons unemployed in February 1994 for the ACT 
compared very favourably to the national decline of 
2.4 per cent. The annual trend unemployment rates 
for the ACT and Australia also reflect this pattern 
with an increase of 11.6 percentage points and a 
decrease of 4.5 percentage points respectively, 


In original terms labour force participation rates in 
the ACT showed a steady pattern from the previous 
month with only a slight increase of 0.4 percentage 
points to 74.5 per cent in February 1994, The total 
number of persons employed fell in February 1994 
by 3.9 per cent to £52 900. 


Job vacancies have also fallen dramatically over 
the 12 months to November 1993 in the ACT 
(26.7%) compared with an increase of 
30.8 per cent over the same period for Australia.
